Greenhouses in Alaska 
Dear Editor: 

Asa professional horticulturist in Alaska, 
I feel we have much to gain by the use of 
plastic greenhouses. The very fact that 
plastic has long been badly needed caused 
much of the questionable reputation it now 
enjoys here. 

\laskans have used a lot of plastic film 
from the time it was first developed, but 
early plastics left much to be desired. The 
short life of plastic under ideal conditions 
plus poor framing, poor application, and 
long hours of sun soon gave plastic a “black 
eye” in Alaska. Now tougher plastic is 
available, but before much will be used 
here, the confidence of the people must be 
restored. 

I feel the key to the successful use ot 
plastic film is in suitable framing. Plastic 
should be applied over independent frames 
and should be fastened to both sides of the 
frame to establish a dead air space or 
“thermopane” principle. I wrap the film 
around the trame much as one wraps a 
package. When stapled in place, the plas- 
tic forms an air tight sandwich. This 
method allows wrinkle-free application un 
der uniform pressure. We have tried seal- 
ing the seams of plastic to form an en- 
velope and then slipping the frame into 
place, but this doesn’t permit the develop- 
ment of uniform tension in the final closing 


The permanent greenhouse frame should 
be constructed and braced to be entirely 
independent of the plastic panels. With the 
frame suitably prepared, the plastic panel 
may be slipped into place at any time. Since 
there is no building stress on the plastic 
and since it can be removed during the 
most weather conditions, the ef- 
fective life of the plastic will be extended 
many times beyond what is now considered 
normal 


Most articles give the impression that 
attaching plastic directly to a_ building 
irame is the best practice Chere may be 
locations where this is true, but it certainl) 
is not true in Alaska. It is my opinion that 
improper attachment can account for more 
plastic failures than all other factors 
combined

TOMATOES 


The 1960 Challenge 

HIE past decade has brought a 

vast change in the cannery 
tomato production and processing 
industry in the United States. Ten 
years ago, the areas east of the 
Mississippi River produced the larg- 
est portion of the cannery tomato 
crop. Now California outproduces 
all other areas. The long growing 
season, adapted varieties, irrigation, 
and improved farm practices have 
boosted California’s average yields 
beyond 17 tons per acre with top 
growers getting as high as 35 to 40 
tons. 

Growers in the East have in- 
creased yields too, but not enough. 
\verage yields usually fall in the 7 
to 10 tons per acre class. Records 
show that about 8 tons are needed 
to pay costs of production and mar- 
keting. 

Changes have also occurred in 
processing plants. In 1947, there 
were 202 tomato processing factories 
in New York. By 1957, only 130 
factories were in operation, a de- 
crease of 69%. 

In Indiana, once the top ranking 
state, the number of factories de- 
creased 80%, from some 250 in 1947 
to 67 in 1958. While factories have 
lessened in number, the total pro- 
duction per factory has increased. 

That large yields in sections east 
of the Mississippi are possible has 
been evidenced by the fact that 
during the past five years, a dozen 
growers in Indiana have grown 
more than 25 tons per acre on a 
field basis. 

In 1958, not a good year in In- 
diana, James H. Gibson, a part time 
farmer, was named Indiana cham- 
pion. Gibson had an average yield 
of 21.32 tons grading 76.8% U. S. 
No. 1; 22% U.S. No. 2; and only 
1.4% culls. 

Gibson followed the general for- 
mula of past champions. He applied 
725 pounds of 5-20-20 fertilizer with 
3 tons of manure and 2 tons of lime. 
This mixture was plowed under in 
early March. The ground was disked 
five times before planting on May 6. 

He used Urbana and Garden State 
varieties. Other champions have 
used Kokomo, Rutgers, and Purdue 
1361 with equal success. U. S. No. 1 
plants from Georgia were set 36 
inches apart in the row, each row 42 
inches apart. 

Gibson began cultivation 10 days 
after planting. The field was culti- 
vated five times during the season. 
Despite abnormal rainfall in July 
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and August, all weeds were con- 
trolled. 

On June 24, the Urbana plants 
were side-dressed with 250 pounds 
per acre of a 41% liquid nitrogen. 
At the last cultivation, the entire 
field of Urbana and Garden State 
was side-dressed with 150 pounds 
per acre of 4-16-16 fertilizer. 

On June 26, Gibson sprayed for 
the first time, using a tank mix of 
Dithane M-22 and copper. Four 
more identical sprayings were ap- 
plied at two-week intervals. Insects 
were controlled with DDT placed in 
the tank mix. 

The first picking was made on 


August 11. Final harvest occurred

on September 10. In Indiana, the 
crop usually continues until Septem- 
ber 30 or later but early May set- 
tings of varieties such as Urbana 
usually finish in early September. 

With increased costs and scarcity 
of labor, growers in the Midwest 
are looking for higher yields and 
some method of lessening picking 
costs. 

To meet. this need, Purdue Uni- 
versity tomato breeders have de- 
veloped a new dwarf hybrid—a red 
tomato of top quality that ripens a 
high percentage of its crop at one 
time. By planting these dwarf plants 
closer together as many as_ 10,000 
may be planted per acre with yields 
up to 40 tons per acre. 

Along with development of new 
dwarf varieties must come the crea- 
tion of a mechanical picker. Agri- 
cultural engineers at Purdue and 
Michigan State universities are mak- 
ing big strides in the development 
of a mechanical picker. With such a 
machine it is hoped that the crop 
may be picked all at one time. 

Larger yields, better quality, and 
mechanical picking are musts if the 
eastern United States is to forge 
ahead in the production and process- 
ing of field-grown tomatoes.—F. C. 
Gaylord.

stances of how certain varieties have 
been produced. Our state experiment 
stations are working constantly to 
produce varieties of vegetables better 
adapted to their localities and condi 
tions 

Great progress has been made by 
our plant breeders and seedsmen in 
the production of disease resistant 
strains and varieties of vegetables. 
Several of our experiment stations 
have done much work along these 
lines and have accomplished out- 
standing results with cucumbers, 
muskmelons, onions, lettuce, and

In co-operation with Pickle Pack- 
‘rs Association, Wisconsin [xperi-

Vegetables must have shipping 
quality so that they can be transported 
to the buyer, but they must also be 
of top eating quality to satisfy the 
consumer. 

USDA _ publishes United States 
Standards for practically all of the 
important vegetable crops. If a grower 
produces tomatoes, for example, that 
meet the standards for the U. S. No. 
1 grade, they will be “mature, but not 
overripe or soft well-developed, 
fairly well-formed, fairly smooth, and 
free from decay and freezing injury, 
and free from damage caused by dirt, 
bruises, cuts, sunscald, sunburn, puf- 
finess, 
disease, insects, hail or mechanical or 
other means.”’ 

One think that tomatoes 
meeting these requirements would be 
of excellent market quality. Yet con 
suiers complain bitterly about toma 
toes they buy, chiefly because they 
are often picked too green and are not 
really “mature” at 
cause they lack flavor and color 
that many other 
vegetables may meet grade standards 
and yet lack good quality. This is 
where the individual grower can im- 
prove the situation.
